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The Bill Establishing an Educational
Bureau.

Ter House of Representatives yostorday recon-
sideres and passed the b1 esinblishing an
Educationa]l Buresu. Those who adopt the
theory that that government ts best which
governs the least do not approve this measure;
but to our mind It s very olear thatl a burean
devoted to the interests ol education might be
80 managed as to be of great benedt to the
cotuntry, The scope of the bill in question may
be seen from the following provisicns:—

“I'bat there shall be established at the olty
ol Waahington s Department of Hiurntion for
the purpose of eollecting suoch siatistior and
facts us shall show the condition and progress
of coucution fu the peveral Stutes and Territo-
ries, nnd of diffumm « such inforwation resyecting
the organization and mensgemont ( <ohools and
school gystems, and methods of tesohing, as shall
alc! the people of the United States in the estuo-
lishment and ma'ntenance o elicwnt school
sratems, and otherwise promote tne catse of
eduestion throughout the oountry,

“That it shall be the daty of the Commissioner
of Edueation L5 present annnally to Congress a
report, embodying the results of his mveaiga
tions and labors, togother with a statement of
such facia and recommendations as will, in his
fudgment, subserve the purpose for wihich this
Depar'ment is estabilshed, In the first report
made by the Commissioner of Rducation under
this act, there shall be presented a statement of
the seyeral grants ot land made by Congross to
pyomote education, and the manner in which
these several trosts have been managed, the
uwmount ol funds arisimg thereirom, and the
annual procecds of the same, asfar as the same
can be determiaed.”

We venture to predict that if the bill shall
pass, and theae provisions of 1t be faithfully car-
ried outl vnder an able commisstoner, it will be
of more real and lasung benetit to the country
than any other department in the Government.
